8 WA Oꝛ as muche as great multitude of hydes and tanned le⸗ 
va RA AE ther is vntrulp, inſulficientiy,and deceiuably tanned , co- 
% Dt \ red, and wꝛought within this realme, and much moze ex- 
Ke PPE ccding im the puces than haue bene at anytime heretofoze, 
vr realon wherof the kynges pooꝛe ſubiectes bee greatiye 
Kms. 6422 hy1D2cD and Decayed,and few of them can go 02 tyde dꝛie 
erther in ſhoes 02 boores , noꝛ haue any good oz ſtrong hoꝛſeharneis of ie- 
ther, ne any endewunge ſaddelles,maales , oz boudgettes, ne any other 
thynges made of tanned lether, to their great domage, loſſe, and hinde⸗ 
raunce. And not withſtandynge diners good ſtatutes haue bene made fox 
the true cozipnge. and tannynge oflether, and ſearche ofthe ſame : ret ne⸗ 
uertheleſſe the tanners daylye (ell their lether in their owne dwellynge 
houſes, oꝛ in their ſecrete places and houles out ofthe commen fayzes oz 
mattzettes:by reaſon wherof the ſame lether is vnde rched, and fox the moſt 
parte wꝛought iu the neceſſaries amonge the kynges pooꝛe ſubiectes, to 
their great damage. Foz reſoꝛnacion wherof be it enacted by the kynge 
our ſoueraigne Loꝛde, and the loꝛdes ſpirituall and tempozall, and the 
commons in this pꝛeſent parliament aſſemble d and by auctoꝛzitee of the 
ſame, that all and ſynguler eſtatutes here tofoze made concetnynge the 
tanners and coitours,and cozdwainers,and euery of them their miſterieg 
and occupactons , and the miſteries and occupacions of euerpe of them, 
ſtandynge in force and not repelled noꝛ erpired,ſhaibbe and ſtonde in their

pon peyne tofoxfaite the value ofeuerye hyde oz partell of lether, tanned 
and lolde after the ſayde feaſte,contrarye to this acte. Nox that any per⸗ 
ſonne oꝛ perſonnes, vppon lyke peyne put any tanned lether to ſale, out of 
the ſayde markette ol Leden hall, and out of the feyzes kepte within the 
ſayd citee, and thee myles compaſſe therof , in any other place oꝛ piaces of 
thys realme but onely in open fayzes oz markettes,bolden and kepte with 
in any parte ofthys realme:the one halfe ofſuche fozfaiture , yf it be wuh⸗

fucceſſours,oz their ſufficient deputy oz deputies , ſhould haue the ſerche of
